The Preacher Politicians of the Negro 
Race Declare for Political 
Fight. 


Little Rock, Ark., June 16.—In a 
decision 
handed 
down yesterday 
the supreme court of Arkansas sus­ 
tained the constitutionality 
of the 
Amis law, which was passed by tile 
last general assembly and which pro­ 
hibited gambling 
on 
horse 
races. 
This is the bill that put out of busi­ 
ness the big races that formerly were 
held each year at Hot Springs. The 
appeal came as a test case from the 
Garland county circuit 
court, 
iii 
which county Ho [Springs is situ­ 
ated. 
Two men, Simon 
and 
Snyder, 
were 
jointly 
convicted 
at 
Hot 
Springs for betting on horse races. 
They appealed, attacking the valid­ 
ity of the act on the ground that the 
bill as passed by the senate had been 
certified to Acting Governor John I. 
Moore for signature by himself as 
president of the senate, and claim­ 
ing that by taking the governor’s 
chair Moore gave up his authority as 
president of the Senate and made 
the certification illegal. 
The court held that Moore could 
hold and did hold both office's at 
the same time legally and that the 
act would have been legal even i f the 
certification had been faulty, since 
the bills were properly passed and 
entered on the journals of the two 
houses. 


Chicago, June 16— Half a dozen 
negro preachers denounced the Taft 
leaders from their pulpits Sunday. 
IL 0. Cross, a rabid anti-Taft negro, 
advocated a Kin Klux Ivlan. “Every 
black man who is loyal to his race 
must be a member. Traitors and race 
betrayers must be 
punished 
with 
death. 
The fate of the negro race 
for a hundred generations 
is 
at 
stake,” 
Cross declared. 
The negroes are infuriated by the 
report that all are to be ousted from 
the 
national 
committee. 
Judson 
Lyons, the Georgia member, is said 
to be slated for removal under Wash­ 
ington orders.

Temporary Organization Perfected 
in Republican Gathering at Chi- 
cago--Senator Burrows Sounds 
Party Keynote. 


Chicago.—W ith every state and te r­ 
ritorial 
delegation in its 
appointed 
place, with enthusiasm at white heat, 
with big brass bands 
stationed 
at 
either end of the Coliseum, with the 
great building a m ass of flags and 
^banners, the Republican national con­ 
vention was called to order by Chair­ 
m an New on Tuesday morning. 
Rev. William O. W aters of Chicago 
m ade the opening prayer, as follows: 
O, Lord, our heavenly Father, the 
high and mighty ruler of the universe,

the wonderful progress and develop­ 
m ent during the Republican adm inis­ 
tration of public affairs. 
The work of the nine executive de­ 
partm ents, the pension bureau and the 
arm y was touched upon in turn and 
the successful and efficient 
m anage­ 
ment pointed out. 
The m anagem ent 
of our outlying possessions was also 
dwelt upon by the chairm an. 
On the subject of tariff revision. 
Senator Burrow's said: 
“The Repub­ 
lican party stands for a revision and 
readjustm ent of our custom s law's as 
changed industrial conditions a t home 
and abroad may have made neces­ 
sary, keeping steadily in view 
the 
.cardinal principles of protection 
to 
American 
industries 
and 
American 
labor. 
As evidence of its good faith 
.in this regard, the national house of 
representatives, clothed under the con­ 
stitution with exclusive jurisdiction to 
•originate all bills for raising revenue,’ 
on the 20th of April 
just 
past, by 
formal resolution, authorized and di­ 
rected its com m ittee on ways 
and 
means, the organ of the house having 
jurisdiction of the question, 
‘to sit 
during the recess of congress and to 
gather such information, through gov­ 
ernm ental agents and otherwise, as it 
may see fit, looking toward the prep­ 
aration of a bill for the revision of 
the tarfff.’ 
“Supplementing this action on the 
part of the house of representatives, 
and co-operating with it, the senate, 
in the exercise of its constitutional 
prerogative to ‘propose or concur with 
am endm ents as on other bills,’ on the 
16th of May passed the following reso­ 
lution: 
“ ‘Resolved, th at the com m ittee on 
finance are authorized, In 
connection 
with investigations heretofore ordered 
by the senate, with the 
view 
of 
promptly 
securing 
the 
information 
necessary for an intelligent revision of 
the custom s laws of the United States, 
to call to their assistance experts in 
the executive departm ents of the gov­ 
ernm ent and to employ such other as­ 
sistants as they shall require; 
and 
they are especially directed to report 
w hat further legislation is necessary 
to secure equitable treatm en t for the 
agricultural and other products of the 
United States in foreign countries, and 
they shall also, in the consideration 
of changes of rates, secure proof 
of 
the relative cost of production in this 
and in principal com peting 
foreign 
countries of the various articles affect­ 
ed by the tariff upon which changes in 
rates of duty are desirable.’ 
“These public declarations by con­ 
gress, upon the eve of the election, 
give the most solemn assurance pos­ 
sible th a t the wrork will be speedily 
undertaken and pressed to an early 
consummation. 
“In this connection it can be safely 
prom ised th at w hatever revision or 
readjustm ent takes place under the 
control of the Republican party, it will 
give ju st and adequate protection to 
American 
industries 
and 
American 
labor andjlefend the American m arket 
against the unjust and unequal aggres­ 
sions from w hatever quarter they may 
come.” 
Speaking of the late financial panic, 
Chairm an Burrows said: “The recent 
panic called the attention of congress 
to the necessity of further legislation, 
and a m easure has been passed pro­ 
viding for an em ergency currency of 
$500,000,000 to be issued under certain 
conditions and 
limitations, 
an 
au­ 
thorization, it is believed, which will 
prevent the recurrence of any such 
disaster as befell the country last fall. 
The secretary of the treasury has al­ 
ready taken the necessary steps to 
give effect to the 
legislation, 
and 
banking 
associations 
are 
already 
forming to avail them selves of the 
benefits of this act. 
It is doubtful if 
the provisions of this act will ever be 
invoked, as the ability to supply $500,- 
000,000 additional currency whenever 
needed will of itself have a tendency 
to m ake its issuance unnecessary.” 
The appointm ent of the monetary 
commission, which it was hoped would 
form ulate a system th a t will meet 
every legitimate business, 
was 
also 
mentioned. 
In conclusion, Senator Burrows said: 
“The platform will voice the dom inant 
thought of the people, and the candi­ 
dates nom inated m ust stand upon it 
firm and erect. 
They m ust have the 
patriotism and sagacity of a Lincoln, 
the tenacity of a Grant, the wisdom 
and moderation of McKinley and the 
courage of a Roosevelt. 
W ith huch a 
platform and such candidates the is­ 
sue can not be in doubt. 
The Repub­ 
lican 
party confidently 
subm its 
its 
record to the approving judgm ent of 
the American people and, upon its re­ 
newed declaration of faith, invokes 
continuance of public favor.” 
Following the delivery of Senator 
Burrows’ address the tem porary or­

New York, J udo 15,— Blind Tom, 
the famous negro musician, marvel 
of three generations of playgoers, 
died in Hoboken, N. J., where he 
had been living for years in retire­ 
ment, subsisting on charity. 
Thom­ 
as Wiggins is the name given in the 
burial certificate, but the surname 
was one which he adopted. 
He was 
born a slave near Columbus, Ga., 
•about 
1850. 
In 
early childhood 
Tom, who was born totally blind and 
more than half idiotic, showed him­ 
self remarkably imitative, frequent­ 
ly stealing into the house of bis mas­ 
ter to reproduce on the piano some 
of the piano selections he had heard 
others render. 
In 1861 he became 
so proficient that be was taken to 
New York and exhibited as a phe­ 
nomenon, and later was widely her­ 
alded in tho United States and E u ­ 
rope. 


Under Raging Floods Northwest Louis­ 


iana Suffering Even for Food. 


New Orleans, 
La., Ju n e 15.— 
There are miles of land along the 
Black Liver in Northwestern Lou­ 
isiana where there is from six to ten 
feet of water on the fields. 
In these, 
sections people are living in the sec­ 
ond stories of their homes. 
In sev­ 
eral eases they are camping on the 
roofs of cottages. 
Only the tops of 
corn crops are seen above the fields. 
Some sections, hoping that there 
would be a fall, the inhabitants have 
built rafts 
of 
d rift logs, planked 
them on the upper surface, and are 
keeping their stock penned on these. 
The animals are kept alive with wil­ 
low leaves and brush, brought to 
them by their owners. 
There are fully 2300 men, women 
and children who are suffering, and 
fully half that number are in abso­ 
lutely destitute circumstances. They 
have not even food to eat to last them 
a week. 
The poorer white and ne­ 
gro families are in a pitiable con­ 
dition. 
The swamp fever, which is 
common in that section, aided by pri­ 
vation and exposure, has begun one 
of its most active campaigns. 


Many Hurt by Dump Caving. 


Clinton, Mo., Ju n e 15.— A flood- 
weakened roadbed plunged fast pas­ 
senger train No. I on the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas Railroad into the 
bayou one mile south of Clinton, in 
the Grand River bottoms Saturday 
night. 
Twenty-five or thirty passen­ 
gers and trainmen were injured. 
All 
were brought to Clinton for treat­ 
ment. 
Several may die. 


A thirty-foot embankment, soaked 
by the continual downpour of the last 
few clays and Hie encroachment of 
the Grand River, is flanked on either 
side by backwater. W ithout warning 
the mail and baggage ears plunged 
down the high grade into five feet of 
water. 
One sleeper, a chair car and 
a smoker were precipitated down the 
embankment to tile right.

very little construction.

Sixty thousand persons saw 
the hosts file through the streets of 
Birmingham, and sixty thousand per­ 
sons cheered themselves hoarse at 
the spectacle. 
Tile parade was practically the 
closing event of the reunion. 
The 
afternoon was given up to band con 
certs and other amusements at tho 
l a i r Grounds and the various park? 
throughout the city, while last night 
the ball was given at the Hippodrome 
auditorium. 
The Dallas, Texas, Confederate 
Guards made a splendid showing, 
and were heartily cheered as they 
passed. The A irginia division mem­ 
bers were dressed mostly in gray uni­ 
forms. 
The Sons of Veterans made 
a good showing in the parade. 
At the conedusion it was pro­ 
nounced the best parade ever given 
at a Confederate reunion. 
More than two hours was con­ 
sumed for the parade to pass a giv­ 
en point. 
There was a number of old ne­ 
groes in Hie parade marching along­ 
side the veterans.
